due Reward of their Murders, Whoredoms, Blaſphe- 
mics, aud whom all ſober, pious, Anabaptiſts dereſt.

Faith in Chriſt, or to know much of him, tho 
Chriſt fays Abraham ſaw, his day and was glad ;, and 
Paul ſays, Abel offer'd a Sacrifice by Faith ; bur one 
place with me, well improv'd, is of grear uſe, Enoch 
Prophefied ſo, Fude faith, Enoch the ſeventh from Adam, 
P ropheſied of theſe things, behold the Lord cometh with 
ten thouſand of his Saints, to execute Vengeance—. And 
we know Paul tells us, this Lord is Chriſt, who 10 
cometh, .
